COLLAPSED Banbury-based FI 
team Marussia has cancelled the fi¬ 
nal auction of its remaining assets, 
due to be held today. 

Spokesman for Marussia administra¬ 
tor FRP Advisory James Rossiter said 
it had “been halted to allow for discus¬ 
sions to continue with a third party”. 

He added: “Given the confidential na¬ 
ture of the negotiations under way, we 
are unable to provide further details.” 

Items scheduled for sale included 
Marussia’s three race cars for the 2014 
season, minus their engines, plus about 
70 tonnes of trackside kit. 

American businessman Gene Haas, 
who co-owns a Nascar racing team, was 
reported to have bid for some of Marus¬ 
sia’s assets during a two-day online auc¬ 
tion of the FI team’s assets last Decem¬ 
ber. 

He is thought to be planning to launch 
an FI team in 2016, possibly with some 
operations in Abingdon. 

This week it was revealed Marussia’s 
collapse has left Oxfordshire taxpay¬ 
ers tens of thousands of pounds out of 
pocket. 

Cherwell District Council is one of 27 
local creditors named in official docu¬ 
ments filed at Companies House. 

The authority is listed as being owed 
almost £57,000 in unpaid business rates 
for four units in the town. But a spokes¬ 
man for the council said the figure was 
no longer accurate as they were recalcu¬ 
lating the bill. 

Another £110,000 is outstanding across 
the county, much of it to small firms 
still owed money by struggling Leafield- 
based FI team Caterham, which called 
in administrators in October, making 
230 staff redundant.

Marussia’s biggest creditor - owed 
£61,372 - is GP2 Motorsport, which runs 
the GP2 series, once based in Tackley. 

Others include Bicester-based, family- 
owned SRD Engineering, owed more 
than £15,000 by Marussia. 

Henley marketing and promotion 
firm Rush Group is owed £10,000 and 
Banbury-based Prestige Engineering 
£5,385 

Prestige Engineering co-director Tony 
Barnes said: “They were a good custom¬ 
er of ours but no one is naive enough to 
think these back-of-the-grid teams will 
last forever, so we were aware there 
was a finite time we would be working 
for them.” 

Mr Barnes and co-director Jim Tans¬ 
ley said working for Caterham and 
Marussia was worth £100,000 a year to 
them. 

Caterham owes the firm £3,000 in un¬ 
paid bills, Mr Barnes said. 

He added: “We have a good customer 
base but it’s a big hole in our turnover 
to fill.” 

Father-and-son Les and Tim Edge, 
who run Edge Signs at Banbury’s 
Beaumont Centre, have been left al¬ 
most £2,000 out of pocket for graphics 


painted on to lorries and racing cars. 

Les Edge said: “When I think of those 
who worked at Marussia who lost their 
jobs weeks before Christmas, I can’t get 
too cross about our situation. But as a 
small, family firm it hurts to lose the 
money” 

Cherwell District Council, spokes¬ 
woman Jemma Callow said: “The coun¬ 
cil attempts to recover all debts owed 
but also makes provisions as a propor¬ 
tion of bad debt is likely” 

The amount outstanding in Oxford¬ 
shire is a tiny fraction of Marussia’s 
£31.4m liabilities.

Young girl ‘brainwashed’ 
into having sex with gang 


A GIRL who said she had un¬ 
derage sex with a group of men 
told a jury she had been “brain¬ 
washed” and thought they “were 
my friends”. 

The alleged victim gave evidence at 
Oxford Crown Court this week in the 
trial of seven men accused of groom¬ 
ing and sexually exploiting eight 
girls in the Banbury area between 
2011 and 2013. 

The group - said to be known as BB 
or B2 - is accused of identifying girls 
by organising parties for under-18s 
called “Fiddy Events” that included 
gang rape. 

Prosecutors allege offences hap¬ 
pened in vehicles, homes, parks and 
woods around Banbury and King’s 
Sutton. 

Ahmed Hassan-Sule, 21, of Glynde- 
bourne Gardens; Said Saleh, 20, of 
Orchard Way; Mohamed Saleh, 21, 
of Orchard Way; Takudzwa Hova, 21, 
of Broughton Road; Kagiso Manase, 
26, of Warwick Road; and Alexan- 
dru Nae, 19, of Broome Way, and a 
17-year-old, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, deny all charges. 

The girl told the jury she was 13 or 
14 when she had sex with Hassan- 
Sule, Mohamed Saleh and Said Saleh 
in a park. 

Michael Magarian QC, barrister 
for Hassan-Sule, asked her last week: 
“Why didn’t you complain to the po¬ 
lice about it?” 

She said: “I thought that they liked

me. I thought they were my friends, 
that they wouldn’t do that.” 

Later he asked: “When you were 
13 and 14 were you going around 
pretending that you were a little bit 
older? We have been provided with 
some intelligence by the police that 
you and [another complainant] were 
going around saying you were older 
than you were.” 

The girl replied: “No we weren’t.” 

Mark Gatley, the barrister for Nae, 
asked about her claim that his cli¬ 
ent had raped another girl while she 
was in the room. He said: “There was 
no screaming, no crying, nothing of 
that nature?” 

The witness said: “She was just 
quiet and just looking at the ceiling. 
She was blank.” 

The barrister said: “I want to sug¬ 
gest to you that if you thought she 
was being raped you would have 
helped her.” 

She told him: “They made me think 
it was normal. They brainwashed 
me to make me think it was normal, 
what was happening.” 

The defendants deny 26 charges, in¬ 
cluding 19 counts of sexual activity 
with a child, two counts of causing 
or inciting a child to engage in sexu¬ 
al activity, three counts of rape and 
two counts of sexual assault. 

The trial continues.

Ahmed Hassan-Sule 
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Super-council debate rebuke 


OXFORDSHIRE'S district councils 
have united in rebellion against 
fresh calls to abolish them in 
favour of a single super-council. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
leader Ian Hudspeth has revealed 
a new report that says savings of 
up to £33m a year could be made 
by combining all six councils in the 
county. 

The report put the cost of 
reorganisation at £16m. 

Mr Hudspeth also said it could 
lead to reductions in rates for 
council taxpayers and would 
protect stretched frontline services 
from further cuts. 

But within 12 hours of his call for 
debate, every other council in 
Oxfordshire had ruled out a single 
unitary authority. 

In a damning joint statement, 
the leader of Cherwell District 
Council, Barry Wood, as well as the 
leaders of West Oxfordshire, 

South Oxfordshire and Vale of the 
White Horse district councils 
dismissed the report as "error- 
strewn". 

They said: "It has been written 
using high-level assumptions and 
having no regard to actual service 
delivery arrangements on the 
ground. 

"Even a cursory review of the 
figures indicates the savings are 
vastly overstated and the costs of 
implementation significantly 
understated. 

"In an attempt to sweeten the 
electorate, there is a proposal to 
bring council tax down. 

"However even these figures are 
fundamentally flawed, exposing 
the report for what it is: error- 
strewn." 

Bob Price, leader of Oxford City 
Council, also denounced the 
document and said the decision to

spend £40,000 on commissioning 
it was "scandalous". 

Mr Price said: "The county 
council is in a difficult financial 
position because of cuts imposed 
by the Government and this is just 
a desperate way it is trying to raid 
the resources of the districts." 

The 46-page report - produced 
by international audit firm Ernst & 
Young - was needed to help the 
county council find a "game- 
changer" for budget savings, Mr 
Hudspeth said. 

Mr Hudspeth added: "This is not 
a 'bid' for unitary status. 

"We're starting a debate. 

"There are three possible 
scenarios in the report, there may 
be other options to explore. 

"As senior politicians and council 
officers in Oxfordshire it is our 
duty to calmly discuss those and 
any others to get the most 
efficient services and highest 
levels of protection from cuts for 
Oxfordshire residents in future 
years." 

At the moment, Oxfordshire has 


a two-tier system of local 
government, with one county 
council operating alongside a city 
council and four district councils. 

The county council is responsible 
for transport, schools, libraries, 
the fire service, trading standards, 
waste disposal, social care and 
public health across the whole of 
Oxfordshire. 

The four district councils and the 
city council control leisure centres, 
rubbish collection and recycling, 
planning and council tax 
collections, including business 
rates, for their respective areas. 

The county council plans to use 
85 per cent of its £130m reserves 
over the next four years to plug 
funding gaps, despite already 
having planned £265m in cuts. 

It must also find another £20m 
of savings, it revealed in 
December. 

Mr Hudspeth acknowledged 
central government's position 
against local government reform, 
but said that could change after 
May's General Election. 

He added: "If all the councils can 
agree then we can put our 
proposition to the Government. 

"But it is important to have the 
facts in a debate like this and if 
people want to challenge them 
they can. 

"Nothing should be ruled out if it 
provides better services and value 
for money." 

Yet the district councils claimed 
an annual £70m budget shortfall 
in the county's books meant it was 
unlikely it would have funds to 
invest in a tax break. 

Oxfordshire County Council's 
cabinet will meet to discuss the 
new report in County Hall, New 
Road, Oxford, at 2pm on Tuesday, 
January 27.

ABOUT 50 new jobs are ex¬ 
pected to be created as a glob¬ 
al manufacturer of cleaning 
equipment expands its UK 
headquarters in Banbury. 

German company Karcher UK, 
which makes equipment such 
as high-pressure washers and 
vacuum cleaners, will move to a 
new 84,500 sq ft site at Banbury 
Point on Brookhill Way 

The new three-storey building 
will be nearly double the size of 
the existing site on Beaumont 
Road in Banbury. 

Deputy town mayor and coun¬ 
cillor for Grimsbury and Castle 
ward Margaret Cullip said: “If 
a business is expanding in Ban¬ 
bury it is welcome - and it is on 
a industrial estate so wont cause 
any disruption. 

“It is good news that people are 
expanding in Banbury and if it 
means more jobs, even better.” 

The new premises will include 
offices, training facilities, a 
warehouse and workshop sec¬ 
tion. 


It will also feature the town’s 
first Karcher shop, which is the 
third of its kind in the UK and is 
expected to be completed by the 
end of the year. 

Managing director of Karcher 
UK Simon Keeping said: “These 
are exciting times and this op¬ 
portunity, afforded by the com¬ 
pany’s expansion, is testament 
to the quality inherent in Karch¬ 
er - not only of our products but 
of our team and its ethos too. 

“In order to maintain continu¬ 
ity amidst our growth and retain 
key Karcher knowhow, remain¬ 
ing near to our Banbury roots 
was crucial. 

“The new site is only one mile 
from the old, albeit the environ¬ 
ment will be very different.” 

The company, which celebrates 
its 80th birthday this year, has 
been based in Banbury since 
1978. 

It started with a team of just 
eight employees. The headquar¬ 
ters now employs almost 300 peo¬ 
ple in the area. 

Karcher said that the new ex¬ 
pansion is expected to create 
over 50 jobs. 

The overall investment value 
is £19m over three years, a figure 


announced at the UK Investment 
Summit in Wales in November. 

Landowners and develop¬ 
ers AC Lloyd are working in 
partnership with Oxford-based 
Minns Network Developments 
on the project, with construction 
expected to start early this year 
according to Karcher UK. 

The new building, close to 
junction 11 of the M40, is due to 
be completed at the end of 2015. 

AC Lloyd director Des Wynne 
said: “This is a highly promi¬ 
nent site close to the M40 and we 
are delighted to have attracted a 
global operator such as Karcher 
UK as major occupier. 

“The company is already a sig¬ 
nificant employer in the town. It 
is great that it has chosen to re¬ 
main in Banbury, in what will be 
a bespoke building, which will 
serve a very wide range of uses 
and, through elements such as 
its expanded academy [training 
facilities], will bring new em¬ 
ployment into the area. 

“We are looking forward to cre¬ 
ating a complex which will allow 
the company to continue to grow 
and thrive in the local area, and 
will be an asset to Banbury.” 


Woman charged with attempted murder

staff, must not to go to 
Southerndown Care Home in 
Chipping Norton or anywhere 
else Irene Robson may be living 
and must not apply for, or take 
employment in any nursing or 
care position. 


New ‘honesty’ policy for doctors 


ABOUT 700 patients will 
be told about mistakes 
that have led to harm 
under new national rules, 
county hospital bosses 
have said. 

Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust 
(OUHT) managers 
estimate 694 people a year 
will be told under “duty 
of candour” rules. 

These were brought in 
by the Care Quality 
Commission in the wake 
of poor care at Mid 
Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

It puts a legal duty on 
trusts “to inform and 
apologise to patients if 
there have been mistakes 
in their care that have led 
to harm”. 



Tony Berendt: 'This has 
far-reaching implications' 


Dr Tony Berendt, OUHT 
medical director, told 
board members in a 
report: “The duty of 


candour will have far 
reaching implications for 
all staff in terms of 
understanding the nature 
of incidents the 
definitions of harm and 
the level of support that 
can be offered to the 
individual affected by the 
incident.” 

Actions needed by staff 
include reviewing 
education and how 
incidents are recorded, he 
said. 

The CQC has said the 
duty, introduced on 
November 27, “is an 
important step towards 
ensuring there is an open, 
honest and transparent 
culture - particularly 
when things go wrong”.

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Police issue warning over courier scam 


COURIER fraudsters targeted 43 
people in Cherwell in 2014 and 
have already conned an elderly 
man out of £10,000 this year. 

Thames Valley Police said 
there were 37 attempts and six 
successful courier frauds in 2014 
and three attempts and one 
successful fraud this month. 

Courier fraud is where a victim 
is asked by someone, pretending 
to be from a bank or the police, to 
withdraw money. The fraudster 
then hires a courier or taxi to 
pick up the money. 


The most recent successful 
fraud targeted a man in his 80s 
living in Bretch Hill, Banbury 

He was contacted at about 
4.30pm on Thursday, January 8 
by a man claiming to be a 
detective inspector at Leighton 
Buzzard police station. 

The victim was told his card 
had been cloned and had been 
used to purchase items totalling 
£3,700. 

The fraudster phoned the 
victim the next day and said 
police had put counterfeit money 


into his bank accounts as part of 
an investigation. 

He told the victim to withdraw 
£5,000 from two accounts and a 
courier picked up the £10,000 
from the victim’s house later 
that day 

Det Sgt James Bonner said: 
“This type of crime is sickening 
and deliberately targets the 
elderly and vulnerable, who are 
often duped into handing over 
their life savings. It is vital that 
members of the public are aware 
of this re-emerging scam.”

Glitter ‘assaulted 


girl after pop gig’ 


Ex-glam rock star is facing 
multiple charges for string 
of alleged attacks on girls

FORMER singer Gary Glit¬ 
ter, originally from Banbury, 
tried to rape a schoolgirl, 
plied another with cham¬ 
pagne before assaulting her 
and abused a young fan in his 
dressing room, a court heard. 

He attempted to rape a girl 
under 10 after creeping into her 
bed, but she managed to escape 
by moving away and falling into 
a protective “cocoon” of sheets 
and blankets, jurors were told. 

John Price QC, opening the case 
for the prosecution at Southwark 
Crown Court on Monday, said 
Glitter - real name Paul Gadd - 
had tried to force himself on the 
girl in the mid-1970s. 

It is alleged that the day after 
the attack, Glitter acted as if 
nothing had happened. 

About four years later, the for¬ 
mer chart-topper is said to have 
pounced on the youngster again, 
pushing her onto a bed after ask¬ 
ing for a “cuddle”. 

Although the alleged victim 
confided in her mother and 
friends, it was more than two 
decades before she went to police 


with her claims, after seeing that 
the singer had admitted child 
pornography charges in 1999, the 
court heard. 

Mr Price said: “It encouraged 
her [the alleged victim] to report 
to the police what she says he 
had done to her.” 

Glitter is also accused of mo¬ 
lesting two “young fans” whom 
he met while touring the country. 

In each case, the girls are said 
to have first met the singer in 
his dressing room after a concert 
that their mothers took them to. 

The similarities stretched to 
each girl initially being intro¬ 
duced to Glitter in the presence 
of her mother, and the mother 
then being persuaded to leave 
her daughter alone with him, ju¬ 
rors heard. 

One woman claims she was just 
12 when Glitter plied her with 
champagne and then assaulted 
her after one of his 1977 concerts 
in a Leicester club called Baileys. 

After the second performance 
she is said to have gone with 
her mother to Glitter’s dressing 
room, before both of them were 
invited to his Holiday Inn suite. 

Mr Price told jurors: “It was 
there, her mother having been 
taken elsewhere, that she says he 
subjected her to a prolonged epi¬ 
sode of sexual abuse involving a 
full range of sexual activity cul¬ 
minating in intercourse, prior to 
which he plied her with alcohol.” 

Jurors also heard that the teen¬ 
ager was subjected to a similar 


ordeal in a Birmingham hotel 
room when she was 13 years old. 

Mr Price continued that there 
was no doubt that the woman, 
now 50, attended the concerts 
and that she had provided photos 
of her at the event. 

Glitter’s alleged third victim 
was also attacked backstage af¬ 
ter one of his performances in 
Watford. 

A newspaper advert shows he 
performed at the venue in Octo¬ 
ber 1979 when the girl was aged 
just 13, jurors heard. 

Glitter is accused of one count 
of attempted rape and another of 
indecent assault on a girl under 
the age of 13 in 1975. 

In relation to a second com¬ 
plainant, he is charged with four 
counts of indecent assault when 
she was under the age of 13 in 
1977. 

He is also accused of plying the 
girl with alcohol with the inten¬ 
tion to “stupefy or overpower” 
her to have sex with him between 
January and May 1977. 

And Glitter faces one charge of 
unlawful intercourse with a girl 
aged under 13 between the same 
dates in relation to the same girl. 

In connection with a third 
complainant, who was under the 
age of 16, he is charged with two 
counts of indecent assault be¬ 
tween October 1979 and Decem¬ 
ber 1980. 

Glitter, 70, from Marylebone, 
London, denies the charges. 

The trial continues.

Jailed 


Judge gives man four years 
in prison and says victims 
were treated “grotesquely"

A 22-YE AR-OLD man has been 
jailed for the “deeply humiliat¬ 
ing” and “utterly wrong” sexu¬ 
al abuse of three teenage girls. 

Michael Rowan, formerly of Ban¬ 
bury but now living in Thornleigh 
Road, Bristol, was told on Wednes¬ 
day last week by a judge at Oxford 
Crown Court that he had “gro¬ 
tesquely” abused his victims. 

He had pleaded guilty to a total 
of 20 offences -18 counts of engag¬ 
ing in sexual activity with a child, 
one count of causing or inciting a 
child to engage in sexual activity 
and one count of making indecent 
images of children. 

Graham Smith, prosecuting, said 
Rowan’s crimes were committed 
between 2009 and 2013 in Banbury. 

He told Judge Ian Pringle that all 
three were girls when the abuse 
started, and two had sex with the 
defendant on a number of occa¬ 
sions. 

Mr Smith said the girl who was 
abused for the longest period - be¬ 
tween 2010 and 2013 - was tied up, 
gagged and told to wear a dog col¬ 
lar during the abuse. 

He said: “She describes how she 
was controlled by him, and did 
anything he asked her to do. 

“She realises now that she was 


emotionally manipulated and she 
did things that she should never 
have done. She feels that she was this 
defendant’s puppet.” 

Alexandra Ball, defending, said her 
client was deeply ashamed of what 
he had done. 

She said: “There is a distinction 
to be had between the teenager who 
committed these offences, and the 


young man who stands in court to¬ 
day. He was having difficulties at 
home, there were some issues be¬ 
tween himself and his father. There 
was some violence about three or 
four times a year. But it was severe. 

“His older brother also bullied him 
significantly from a very early age.” 

Judge Pringle told Rowan that 
in the case of the victim who had 


suffered the most abuse it must be 
“deeply humiliating” to think about 
what he made her do. He said: “Even 
at only 17 or 18, you must have known 
that what you were doing to those 
young people was utterly wrong.” 

Rowan was sentenced to four years 
in prison and was made subject to 
an indefinite sexual offences preven¬ 
tion order.

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Hospital set 
to have vital 
new scanner 


Ageing machine will 
be replaced as trust 
agrees £1.9m outlay 

A KEY hospital scan¬ 
ner is to be replaced 
after a senior director 
warned the ageing ma¬ 
chine was putting pa¬ 
tient safety at risk. 

Paul Brennan said the 
“increasingly unreliable” 
CT scanner at Oxford’s 
John Radcliffe was lead¬ 
ing to cancelled appoint¬ 
ments and patient back¬ 
logs. 

It is used to diagnose pa¬ 
tients’ conditions, includ¬ 
ing those with a planned 
overnight stay and those 
who attend A&E. 

The 13-year-old scanner 
and another are used for 
75 per cent of all CT scans 
at the hospital, currently 
21,500 a year and set to 
rise to 36,500 by 2020. 

The older scanner will 
be replaced by a £1.9m

machine which Mr Bren¬ 
nan said will be more 
reliable, provide higher- 
quality images and emit 
less radiation. 

Oxford University Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust board 
members agreed the pro¬ 
posal by Mr Brennan, its 
director of clinical ser¬ 
vices. 

The current machine 
“will become increasing¬ 
ly unreliable, leading to 
inpatient bed pressures, 
multiple patient cancel¬ 
lations” and missed wait¬ 
ing targets, the board 
heard. 

In the last year the 
scanner was not used for 
16 days because of un¬ 
planned work to instal 
two new X-ray tubes, he 
said. 

Mr Brennan estimated 
500 appointments were 
cancelled or re-scheduled 
as a result and radiology 


leaders recommend scan¬ 
ners are changed after 
seven years. 

He said both scanners 
serving the emergency 
department have broken 
down, meaning patients 
were sent to neuroradi¬ 
ology. This led to delays 
“potentially reducing 
survival rates in critical¬ 
ly ill patients”. 

He said failing to re¬ 
place the scanner could 
add to waiting time con¬ 
cerns in A&E. 

Last week, the Oxford 
Mail reported the trust 
recorded its worst quar¬ 
terly A&E waiting times 
since it was formed in 
2011, 

From October to De¬ 
cember, 86.1 per cent of 
patients were discharged, 
admitted or transferred 
within four hours of ar¬ 
rival. The target is 95 per 
cent. 

Mr Brennan also said a 
backlog of 30 patients a 
day would develop if the 
scanner was not replaced.

Your Cat is Unique... 


N ot too long ago, many of us 
were guilty of thinking of our 
cats as just smaller versions 
of pet dogs. 

After all - they are both mammals 
that we keep as domesticated 
pets - so surely they can’t be that 
different, can they? Well - actually 
- they really can! Thankfully, 
attitudes are now swiftly changing 
because our understanding and 
the depth of our knowledge 
about our feline companions has 
improved dramatically. We now 
know cats are not just small dogs, 
they are unique beings with varied 
and individual needs. So what 
does this actually mean for our 
pets, day-to day? Well, it means we 
need to celebrate and embrace 
the individuality of our feline 
companions in order to best cater 
for their unique requirements. 

Domestication - Feline is 

Very Different to Canine 

Unlike the dog, only 12,000 years 
ago there were no domestic cats 
and only around 30 species of 
wildcats. Even now, “domestic” 
cats could live fully independent 
lives if absolutely necessary. For our 
cats, this means they are just not 
domesticated on the same scale 
as the dog, who would not cope 
well without its owner’s full-time 
guidance and support. 

However, cats are well on their 
way to increased levels of 
domestication. Around 8000 years 
ago, there was a distinct genetic 
split between the DNA of wildcats 
and that of domestic cats. We 
now know that today’s domestic 
cat is capable of social behaviour- 
not only towards other cats but also 
towards humans. However, our pet 
cats are only able to display this 
sociability once their basic needs 
have been met (e.g. once they 
know they have access to water, 
food and safe places to shelter, 
hide and toilet). 

So today’s pet cats are still solitary 
and territorial at heart but once 
they know their resources are 
guaranteed they can express their 
social traits. Ultimately, what this 
means is a cat needs a sense of 
security before it can express its 
emotions. On the contrary, a pet 
dog in an unfamiliar situation would 
look for human 
contact first, to ask 
for help to meet 
its needs - thus 
showing a level 
of domestication 
we do not yet 
see in our feline 
companions. 


Specific Nutritional 
Requirements 

Not only are cats at a unique stage in 
the domestication process, nutritionally, 
cats have truly individual needs as well. 
Cats are highly specialised carnivores. 
Unlike the dog, cats could not survive 
on a vegetarian diet and they have 
requirements for specific amino acids 
(found in proteins) that are much 
narrower than a dog’s requirements. 

Until nutritionally complete feline diets 
came onto the pet food market, cats 
were not fully catered for by humans 
and still had to hunt in order to fulfil 
their demanding nutritional needs.

ASK THE VET 



Royal Canin vet Catherine-Mary Howard 
answers some of your pet health questions. 

Q ls it best to feed my cat two fixed meals per day or can 
I leave her food down and let her graze on it all day? 

A The correct answer really depends on how well your 
cat maintains her ideal body weight and whether or 
not you choose to fed her a wet or dry food. If your 
cat is lean, maintains her body weight well and is not prone to weight gain, it is ok to 
leave dry food down for her to graze on all day, as long as you don’t continuously 
top the bowl up and only put down a measured daily ration once per day. If your 
cat is overweight, greedy or prone to weight gain, it is better to feed her 2 (or more) 
meals per day (that you have weighed out), to minimise the risk of her overeating, 
or eating all the food in one sitting and becoming hungry again towards the end of 
the day. If you feed wet food, spoilage can become an issue, so you should pick 
up and dispose of anything that your cat doesn’t eat after the first hour, regardless. 


Q Surely all pet foods cannot differ too much - why can’t I feed my dog and cat 
the same diet? 

A We would never recommend feeding your cat a diet designed for dogs, or vice 
versa. Cats have much more specific nutritional requirements than dogs and 
they are strict carnivores. If you feed a cat dog food you risk causing serious 
nutritional deficiencies. If you feed a dog cat food in the majority of cases the food will 
contain more protein (and often also more fat) than the dog actually requires. We would 
always recommend sticking to a specific diet designed for each pet’s species and age.

Blaze: 


Cherwell pledges support 
to neighbours after offices 
are destroyed by an inferno

CHERWELL District Council 
has pledged support to its coun¬ 
terparts in South Oxfordshire 
and the Vale of White Horse af¬ 
ter a fire raged through a civic 
headquarters. 

A 47-year-old man has been 
charged over a series of alleged ar¬ 
son attacks which destroyed coun¬ 
cil offices in South Oxfordshire, 
a thatched cottage and a funeral 
home. 

Andrew Main, of Rokemarsh, 
appeared at Oxford Magistrates’ 
Court on Saturday. 

He faces four charges in connec¬ 
tion with three blazes on Thursday, 
which saw part of the £10m South 
Oxfordshire and Vale of White 
Horse District Councils’ offices de¬ 
stroyed, andhas been remanded in 
custody to appear at Oxford Crown 
Court on Friday, January 30. 

Cherwell District Council has 
said it will offer help to the coun¬ 
cils, which are now struggling to 
recover. About 70 staff have been 
working at the councils’ Abingdon 
office, which normally caters for 
just 20. 

Spokesman for Cherwell District 
Council Tony Ecclestone said: 
“Cherwell District Council has 
been in touch with South Oxford¬ 


shire District Council to offer sup¬ 
port following the fire and we are 
awaiting their response.” More than 
100 firefighters in 27 fire engines 
fought the blazes in the early hours 
of Thursday. 

Jean Gladstone, 80, escaped un¬ 
harmed when fire badly damaged 
her thatched cottage at Rokemarsh at 
3.11am, and nine minutes later there 


were blazes at the Howard Chadwick 
Funeral Service at Crowmarsh Gif¬ 
ford and the nearby council offices. 

A further blaze damaged Roke 
Marsh Farm, Roke, which belongs to 
Main’s father, Raymond Main. 

The council base was wrecked af¬ 
ter a car crashed into the reception 
area before an inferno engulfed the 
complex. 


Firefighters were at the council of¬ 
fices throughout Thursday 
Bomb disposal experts from 11 Ex¬ 
plosive Ordnance Disposal Regiment 
were called in after gas canisters 
were found in Rokemarsh. 

Chief fire officer David Etheridge 
said on Thursday: “It would appear 
at this stage that gas cylinders were 
used at all of the incidents.” 


MPs decry action 
of terrorist group 

COUNTY MPs spoke out in the 
Commons over “appalling 
violence” in Nigeria. 

Conservative Banbury MP Sir 
Tony Baldry said advances by 
militant Islamist group Boko 
Haram had led to “grotesque” 
killings, which have included 
suicide bombings. 

And Tory Oxford West and 
Abingdon MP Nicola Blackwood 
spoke out of the “appalling 
violence” in Monday’s debate. 

Hugo Swire, the minister, 
replied on Monday: “I will not 
rehearse again all the assistance 
that we have given to Nigeria, 
particularly since June.” 

He said sexual violence is an 
“endemic problem”.

New £4m cash

“It could be bus hubs; rural sta¬ 
tions where buses come to that 
then link up with train stations. 
It’s all about improving connec¬ 
tivity ” 

Mr Nimmo Smith admitted he 
did not know how far any po¬ 
tential share of the £4m would 
stretch.

Perran Moon, former chair¬ 
man of Oxon School Bus Ac¬ 
tion Group, which campaigned 
against council revision of 
school bus provision last year, 
said the cash was just a “tactical 
pot of money for testing stuff”. 

He said: “Any investment in ru¬ 
ral areas is desperately overdue. 

“There have been significant 
cuts in rural transport and it’s 
affecting communities. 

“The issue that I would have is 
that it’s not strategic. It’s a tacti¬ 
cal pot that has been announced 
rather than a joined up trans¬ 
port strategy To announce this 
pot of money seems extremely 
carefully choreographed.” 

Mr Moon, who lives in Alker- 
ton, near Banbury, said there 
are just two buses each day from 
the village to Banbury and Strat¬ 
ford-upon-Avon. 

Transport Minister Baron¬ 
ess Kramer said: “It is common 
sense that we ensure those ru¬ 
ral and isolated areas have vital 
transport services that meet the 
needs of communities. We must

ensure every penny is being 
used to get local people to hos¬ 
pitals, schools, towns and shops. 

The county council will have 
to bid for a share of the money 
which it can use for feasibility 
studies and other groundwork 
to identify scope for providing 
services in local areas. 

Successful bidders will then 
submit a detailed plan to the 
DFT for delivering the service 
they have identified a need for. 

The new fund is only for rural 
and isolated urban areas and the 
closing date for bids is the Feb¬ 
ruary 11. The bid winners will 
be announced in March.

15, 125mins 


ACCORDING to statistics, 1981 
was the most violent year in New 
York City history in relation to the 
population. 

Over the 12 months, more than 1.2 
million crimes were recorded includ¬ 
ing 60,000 aggravated assaults, 5,400 
forcible rapes and 2,220 murders. 

A crack epidemic had the city in a 
chokehold and Mayor Ed Koch seemed 
powerless to curb gang warfare and 
spiralling lawlessness on the subway 
system. 

Writer-director JC Chandor, who was 
Oscar nominated for the 2012 thriller 
Margin Call, uses this turbulent pe¬ 
riod as a backdrop to his masterful and 
searing portrait of crime and brutal 
punishment. 

Centred on a married couple, who 
are struggling to keep their heating 
oil distribution business afloat, A Most 
Violent Year powerfully conveys the 
personal and professional sacrifices 
of a devoted husband and wife, who 
become one of the shocking statistics. 

The film’s pacing is deceptively 
steady and slow, lulling us into a false 
sense of security as Chandor ups the 
stakes for his beautifully sketched 
characters, forcing them to take great¬ 
er risks to protect their nearest and 
dearest. 

Abel Morales (Oscar Isaac) owns a 
fleet of oil transport trucks that carry 
valuable fuel to customers across the 
city He’s a small player but hopes to ex¬ 
pand by clinching a deal for property 
on the Brooklyn waterfront that will 
allow him to take delivery of oil from 
the river. Having put down 700,000 US 
dollars as a deposit, Abel has just 30 
days to close the transaction or the 
vendor keeps the downpayment and 
can sell the land to a competitor. 

Soon after, Abel learns that one of 
his trucks has been hijacked and the 
driver Julian (Elyes Gabel) has been 
badly beaten. 

Union rep Bill O’Leary (Peter Gerety) 
asks Abel to allow the drivers to carry

unlicenced guns as a deterrent but the 
boss strongly objects, knowing it will 
take just one stray bullet to arouse the 
suspicions of the crusading Assistant 
District Attorney (David Oyelowo). 

Threats to Abel’s livelihood become 
personal, targeting his children and 
wife Anna (Jessica Chastain), whose 
gangster father used to own the firm. 

“Let me deal with this,” pleads Abel. 

“You better,” she retorts. “Because 
you won’t like what’s going to happen 
once I start getting involved.” 

A Most Violent Year hits a sweet spot 
on every level, from Chandor’s meas¬ 
ured direction and lean script, to the 
powerhouse performances. 

Isaac is mesmerising as an honour¬ 
able family man, who refuses to sink 
to the depths of his rivals, sticking to 
the path of righteousness for as long 
as he dare. 

Chastain essays another ballsy wom¬ 
an of substance, cutting through her 
husband’s rose-tinted idealism with 
harsh home truths. 

When oblivion beckons for Abel and 
Anna, we discover the true strength 
of their moral compasses in the face 
of the corruption and senseless blood¬ 
shed.

Winterdrivingtips 


Gentle touch is needed if ice strikes 


ROAD SAFETY and breakdown 
organisation GEM Motoring Assist 
is encouraging motorists to ensure 
they - and their vehicles - are 
ready for the potential challenges 
of driving in winter. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams offers five tips on coping 
with black ice: 

■ Why is it called 'black 1 ice? 
Largely because it blends in very 
well with the road. Black ice is 
actually clear and colourless but it 
is invisible above the dark tarmac 
of the road. 

■ How will I know if I'm driving 
on black ice? Your steering will feel 
light, you won't see tyre tracks on 
the road ahead, and there will be 


next to no noise from tyres. 

If I can't see it, how can I look 
out for black ice? Pay attention to 
your car thermometer. Black ice 
forms when the road surface 
temperature falls to zero or below. 

But road surface temperature is 
usually three to four degrees lower 
than air temperature. That's why 
you may get an audible cold 
weather warning when your car 
thermometer shows 4C. 

■ When and in what locations is 
black ice most likely to form? The 
most likely times for the forming of 
black ice are around dawn and in 
the late evening, when 
temperatures are usually at their 
lowest. 


The most common locations for 
black ice are shaded or tree- 
covered parts of roads. Bridges 
freeze quickly so be particularly 
careful. 

■ What should I do if I realise I'm 
on black ice? 

Stay calm and let your car pass 
over the back ice. Gently lift your 
foot off the accelerator. Don't hit 
the brakes and be very gentle with 
your steering.
